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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

References Kroeger et al (5,579,345), Latva-aho et al (5,654,980), Fenton 
et al (5,809,064) and Mannermaa (6,483,867) are cited because they are 
pertinent to the method and apparatus for tracking code in the CDMA 
communication system using code tracking loop. However, none of the cited 
references teaches or suggests, in combination, the arrangements of a reference 
code generator, an interpolator, a first timed signal correlator, a second timed 
signal correlator, a third timed signal correlator, means for combining, an 
automatic power normalization loop, and a normalization circuit in order to form a 
delay-locked code tracking loop (DCTL) for use in a CDMA communication 
system, the DCTL for correlating a received communication signal to estimate 
and track a channel delay of said communication signal as recited in claim 1 and 
the corresponding method steps as recited in the method claim 5 and further 
limitations of their respective dependent claims 2-4, and 6-8.
